1, New Regulations 

The draft of the new Regulations forwarded by the Council 
to the Central Government is under its consideration and as 


soon as It is approved by the Central Government,it will 
be published as th; Regulations made by the Council. Under 
the Act 

2. Council 

In accordance with the powers conferred on the Central 
Government under clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 9 
of the Act, Sbri S. C. Bafna, Member, Company Law Board, 
Bombay has been nominated by the Central Government as 
a member of the Council vice Shri A, Nedakantan. The 
Council wishes to place on record its deep gratitude and appre¬ 
ciation of the wise counsel received from Sbri A. Neehkantan 
and for the valuable contributions made by him as a Council 
Member and particularly towards the conversion of the Insti¬ 
tute into a statutory body. There has been no other change in 
the composition of the Council and all other elected and nomi¬ 
nated members continued to hold the office upto the date of 
this report. The existing Council shall continue to function 
until another Council is constituted as provided in section 
9(2) of the Act on or before 31 December, 1982. 

3. President & Vice President 

At the fifth meeting of the Council held on 31 October, 
1981, Shri P.R. Roy of Calcutta relinquiihed his office as the 
President of the institute end Shri P.P. Mistry of Bombay 
was unanimously elected to hold the office of President for 
the year 1981 -82.

8. Membership 

During the year under report 407 associates and 130 fellows 
were admitted to membership of the Institute and as on 31-3-82 
the Institute had on its roll 4095 members comprising of 3286 
associates and 809 fellows. 

9. Certificate of Practice 

The Certificates of Practice were issued to 81 members during 
the year under review and accordingly 412 members were holding 
Certificates of Practice at (he end of the year. 


10.1 During the year under report University of Poona 
had accorded recognition to the membership of the Institute 
for the purpose of pursuing Ph.D, course and thus till 31 
March, 1982, 7 Universities had accorded recognition to the 
membership qualification of the Institute. 

10.2 In addition to recognition by Universities, the all 
India Financial Institutions such as Tnduslrial Development 
Bank of India have agreed to recognise the certificates 
issued by the practising company secretaries withregaidlo 
the powers of the company and ils directors and for entering 
into agreement for borrowing limits under section 293 (1)(d) 
of the Companies Act, 1956. The Gujarat State Financial 
Corporation and the Assam Industrial Dcvckinanl Cor¬ 
poration have also agreed to accord similar recognition to 
the certificates issued by the practising company secretaries. 

10.3 hi the recently announced huport and Export Policy 
for the year 1982-83, the Ministry of Commerce, Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports and Exports, have also agreed to accept 
the certificates from a company secretary in practice with 
regard to certificate of consumption of imported raw mater¬ 
ials, components etc,, and application for grant of export 
performance certificate. 

11. Registered Students 

According to the existing Register of Students maintained 
by the Institute, the total number of students registered till 
the end of year was 77965. The number of students whose 
registration had not expired at the end of the year was 43516. 

12. Examinations 

The Institute had held two examinations in June and Dec¬ 
ember 1981 in 29 centres spread all over the country. No 
new examination centre was opened during the year under 
report.

13. Coaching 

13.1. According to the existing regulations all the students 
registered during the year were enrolled for ihe postal tuition 
and a total number of 13,633 coaching completion certificates 
were issued during the year under report. In addition to the 
existing 18 oral coaching centres operating under the Regio¬ 
nal Councils and Chapters, two centres at Cuttack and Baroda 
were added during the year. 

13.2 Study material 

In addition to revision and review of study material including 
test papers and suggested answers on various subjects of Inter¬ 
mediate and Final examination, the Directorate of Studies 
brought out guideline answers as in the past for the June and 
December 1981 examinations for use of students appearing for 
the examinations, 

13.3 Revision of Syllabus 

The Syllabus Review Committee constituted by the Council 
to revise the existing syllabus further is expected to finalise its 
recommendations and submit its report to the Council before 
the end of this year. 

14. Organisational restructure 

During the year under report, the Council had taken steps to 
reorganise the administrative structure of the Secretariat so that 
academic departments, like Directorate of Research and the 
Directorate of Studies could give undivided attention to specia¬ 
lised academic activities entrusted to them. A Students Services 
Cell under the Directorate of Administration has been formed to 
handle all administrative matters connected with the students 
Steps arc also under consideration to computerise some of 
the services so that the Institute could maintain and further 
improve the services rendered by it to its members and stu¬ 
dents pursuing the profession of company secretaries . 

15. Merit Scholarship 

In accordance with the existing merit scholarship scheme, 
a merit scholarship of Rs. 150 per month per student has been 
awarded to 20 candidates each, who had passed the Intermediate 
examination held in June and December 1981. 


In accordance wilh the merit-cum-mcans assistance scheme, 
financial assistance to the extent of Rs. 100 per month per 
student has been granted for a period of one year to 13 candi¬ 
dates who had passed the Intermediate examination held in 
Juno and December 1981. 

1 7. Prize Awards 

According to the existing prize award scheme, one President’s 
Gold Medal valued at Rs. 500 for Final examination, one 
President’s Silver Medal valued at Rs. 250 for Intermediate 
examination, two D. L. Mazumdar’s silver medals valued at 
Rs. 250 each for two subjects in Final examination and one 
C. C. Sularia cash prize award of Rs. 201 for Final examination 
have been awarded to the students who had passed with merit 
in the two examinations conducted during the year under report 
on an ail India basis. In addition the Regional Councils and 
some Chapters have also constiluled prize awards for students 
appearing in examinations within the territorial jurisdiction of 
the respective Regional Councils and Chapters.
